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was  founded  by  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Twining 
in  1878;  her  family  had  lived  in  Twickenham  for 
seven  generations.  •  ‘V''; ' 


Miss  Twining  devoted  the  greater  part  of  her  life 
to  the  poor,  and  towards  its  close  gave  almost  the 
whole  of  her  resources  to  founding  and  erecting 
St.  John's  Hospital. 

The  building  is  of  considerable  artistic  merit,  and 
is  constructed  with  the  best  materials  and  workman¬ 
ship.  It  was  opened,  free  of  debt,  by  the  late  Duchess 
of  Teck,  the  mother  of  Queen  Mary. 

The  two  main  wards  were  extended  in  January, 
1932,  and  were  officially  declared  open  by  her  Royal 
Highness  The  Princess  Royal  on  8th  March,  1932. 


The  property  is  vested  in  the  Charity  Commissioners, 
but  the  income  from  the  endowment  only  covers 
a  small  proportion  of  the  yearly  expenses — for  the 
remainder  the  Hospital  is  dependent  upon  Annual 
Subscriptions,  Collecting  Boxes  and  special  efforts. 
The  aim  of  the  Committee  is  to  embrace  and  re 
sent  all  sections  of  the  Community. 


The  Medical  Staff  is  honorary,  and  includes  eminent 
London  Consultants.  The  most  serious  operations 
are  performed,  and  casualties  are  treated  at  all  times. 
The  great  need  of  the  Hospital  is  an  increase  of  its 
endowments. 


It  acknowledges,  with  much  gratitude,  the  many 
special  efforts  that  are  so  generously  made  on  its 
behalf,  but  these  are  necessarily  fluctuating  and 
uncertain,  whilst  its  yearly  upkeep  is  permanent 
and  increasing.

2.  The  Committee  have  to  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of 
Mr.  Francis  Lionel  Pro  vis,  F.R.C.S.,  for  many  years  a  Member  of 
the  Hon.  Consulting  Staff  of  this  Hospital,  and  desire  to  express 
their  sincere  sympathy  with  his  relatives,  and  their  great 
appreciation  of  his  devoted  services  for  St.  John’s. 


Medical  Staff  Changes. 

3.  Doctor  Charles  C.  Blair,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  having  retired  from 
practice,  desired  to  relinquish  his  post  as  Hon.  Ophthalmic  Surgeon, 
and  his  son,  Dr.  Charles  J.  Longworth  Blair,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P., 
has  been  appointed  in  his  place. 

The  Committee  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Blair  for  his  many  years  of 
service  as  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  glad  to  know  that  he  retains 
his  interest  in  St.  John’s  by  joining  the  Hon. "  Consulting  Staff  as 
Hon.  Consulting  Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

Doctor  F.  S.  Andrew  Maw,  having  removed  from  Twickenham, 
has  resigned  from  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  and  the  Committee 
express  to  him  their  thanks  for  his  services. 

Doctor  J.  Allin  Screech,  B.S.  (London),  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  has 
been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 


4.  Statistical  Tables  are  given  on  pages  24  and  25.  From  these  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  In-patients  during  1938  was 
slightly  in  advance  of  that  for  1937,  giving  27.1  as  the  average  daily 
number  of  beds  occupied,  as  against  25.4  for  1937. 

Out-patients  showed  an  increase  of  601,  with  an  increase  of 
Out-patient  attendances  of  1,605. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  cost  of  In-patients  from  £4,848 
to  £6,033  and  of  Out-patients  from  £1,230  to  £1,378,  with  the  result 
that  the  statistical  figure  of  £3  13s.  0d.,  as  the  average  cost  of  each 
In-patient  per  week,  has  now  risen  to  £4  5s.  6d.,  an  increase  of 
12/6d.

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It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  early  in  1938  the  Committee 
of  Management  were  faced  with  such  a  grave  shortage  of  Nursing 
Staff  as  to  impair  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  should  it  continue. 
They  therefore  took  definite  action  and  increased  the  salaries  of 
the  Nursing  Staff,  and  introduced  the  48-hour  working  week  for 
Nurses.  This  necessitated  a  considerable  increase  of  staff,  with  the 
result  that  salaries  and  wages  which  stood  at  £1,256  in  1937,  is 
for  1938  £1,796  and  will  be  higher  still  for  1939,  as  a  full  year’s 
effect  of  this  increased  expenditure  has  not  yet  been  felt. 


5.  Improvements. 

The  new  Sterilizing  plant  is  now  in  working  order  and  is  very 
effective,  while  improvements  and  additions  have  been  made  in 
the  X-Ray  Department,  adding  considerably  to  the  efficiency  of 
that  branch  of  the  Hospital  work. 

The  annual  summer  cleaning  and  decorating  of  the  interior 
of  the  Hospital  was  carried  out,  and  the  Committee  are  able  to 
state  that  the  structure  and  equipment  of  the  Hospital  are  in  a 
satisfactory  state.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  while  we  have  had  a  very  heavy 
year  as  regards  Expenditure  (see  paragraph  4)  we  have  also  had  a 
remarkable  year  as  regards  Income,  which  has  increased  from 
£6,082  11s.  6d.  in  1937,  to  £7,046  6s.  0d.,  in  1938. 

Some  observations  on  the  various  sources  of  income  might  be 
given,  in  order  to  show  our  readers  the  almost  endless  variety  of

The  response  to  our  appeal  for  Tokens  was  remarkable,  and 
how  the  children  helped  !  During  the  fifteen  months  that  the 
scheme  was  running  we  received  and  handled  over  a  quarter  of  a 
million  tokens — a  truly  wonderful  response.

8.  Special  Efforts. 

“  Hospitals  Day.”  This  was  held  on  Saturday,  May  14th,  and 
Mrs.  E.  Knaggs  again  undertook  the  organisation  of  the  large  area, 
the  result  being  £102  15s.  5d.  or  £5  10s.  5d.  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Collection  in  the 
City  of  London  was  on  the  previous  Tuesday,  and  the  same  arrange¬ 
ment  is  holding  for  this  year,  viz.,  Tuesday  (May  9th)  in  the  City, 
and  Saturday  (May  13th)  for  the  areas  outside  the  City  of  London 
but  within  the  Metropolitan  Police  Area.  It  has  always  been  felt 
that  Saturday  is  the  best  day  in  the  week  for  the  Collection  in 
this  area,  but  there  is  a  strong  feeling  that  the  whole  of  the 
Collections  will  shortly  be  made  on  one  day,  and  naturally  the  large 
London  Hospitals  do  not  want  Saturday. 

The  Committee  most  earnestly  appeal  for  more  helpers  to  take 
part  in  this  work,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  geographical  area  allotted 
to  St.  John’s  (which  is  Twickenham  as  constituted  before  the 
enlargement  of  the  Borough)  may  be  thoroughly  worked. 
Volunteers  should  send  their  names  and  addresses  to  Mrs.  E. 
Knaggs,  38  Cole  Park  Road,  Twickenham,  who  has  kindly  under¬ 
taken,  at  the  request  of  the  Committee,  the  task  of  Organiser  again 
this  year. 

Alexandra  Day,  efficiently  organised  by  Mrs.  Yonge,  brought 
us  in  £225,  an  increase  of  £25  on  last  year’s  total. 
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Pound  W eek.  Miss  W.  Thompson,  who  had  undertaken  Pound 
Day  for  many  years,  was  unable  to  shoulder  the  burden  this  year, 
so  a  Committee  of  Ladies  was  set  up,  with  the  Mayoress  (Mrs.  A.  C. 
Boucher)  as  Chairman.  This  Committee  decided  on  a  “  Pound 
Week,”  and  Twickenham  was  divided  into  six  areas,  with  an 
area  organiser,”  and  so  well  was  the  ground  covered  with  its 
depots  in  various  parts  of  the  Borough,  that  the  amount  brought  in 
was  6,294  lbs.,  valued  at  £111  4s.  8d.,  together  with  Cash  Gifts 
of  £66  15s.  Od. 

It  is  quite  impossible  to  name  all  who  worked  so  hard  to  attain 
this  result — their  names  must  be  legion — but  a  special  word  of 
praise  must  be  given  to  the  Schools  of  the  Borough  (and  to  the 
Parents),  for  they  sent  us  nearly  3,900  lbs. 

The  venture  of  a  Pound  Week  was  an  unqualified  success  and 
will  doubtless  be  repeated. 

Miss  Daphne  de  Lisle  s  “  Dancing  Parade  ”  at  Richmond 
Theatre  was  again  a  triumph  of  artistic  design  and  organising 
ability,  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  her  and  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  F. 
Palmer,  for  their  continued  work  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Egg  Collection,  organised  by  Mrs.  Cassells,  brought  in 
5,651  eggs,  which  have  just  been  finished,  having  lasted  us  for  ten 
months. 

Sport.  The  Committee  most  sincerely  thank  the  Sportsmen 
of  the  Borough — and  almost  one  might  say  of  the  Kingdom — who 
have  given  of  their  best  to  help  us. 

The  Charity  Cricket  Match  was  again  organised  by  Mr.  Sidney  A. 
Goatly,  and  Mr.  A.  Sandham,  the  England  and  County  Cricketer, 
brought  down  a  strong  team  to  oppose  the  local  Cricketers.  Un¬ 
fortunately  at  the  time  of  the  match  International  affairs  were 
looking  serious,  and  this  doubtless  affected  the  number  present 
and  consequently  the  takings,  but  we  are  most  grateful  to  Mr. 
Goatlv  for  his  continued  work  for  us  and  his  cheque  for 
£103  6s.  9d. 

How  many  people  realise  the  travelling  these  fine  Cricketers 
do,  and  the  amount  of  their  leisure  they  surrender,  to  play  in 
Hospital  matches  up  and  down  the  country.  It  would  be  very 
encouraging  for  them  if  larger  crowds  assembled  to  witness  the 
play,  and  it  would  prove  to  them  that  their  sacrifice  of  leisure  and 
time  was  worth  while. 
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The  Twickenham  Charity  Rugby  Match  was  very  successful, 
and  we  were  not  forgotten  by  the  Seven-a-Side  Match  Committee. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  Engineer-Commander  S.  F.  Coopper,  Mr.  W. 
W.  Wakefield,  M.P.,  Mr.  T.  Hunter,  and  Mr.  W.  Walbanck  for  their 
efforts  on  our  behalf. 

We  also  acknowledge  the  help  we  received  from  the  Twickenham 
and  District  Charity  Cups  Competition,  the  Strawberry  Hill  Bowling 
Club  and  the  Bowls  Competition  organised  by  the  Twickenham 
Philanthropic  Society. 

The  Twickenham  Amateur  Boxing  Club,  always  a  great  supporter 
of  the  Hospital,  held  a  Tournament  this  year,  and  our  good  friend 
Mr.  Joe  Lees  brought  us  a  tine  donation  of  £50  12s.  8d.,  the  entire 
proceeds.  We  are  most  grateful  and  look  forward  to  the  time  when, 
with  ample  accommodation,  they  may  be  able  to  further  assist 
us.

17.  The  Future.

Voluntary 
Hospitals  have  done,  and  are  doing,  a  wonderful  work  for  the  sick 
and  suffering  in  our  midst,  and  are  a  very  definite  part  of  the  Health 
Service  of  the  Nation.  They  have  unique  features  which  warrant 
that  they  should  be  kept  efficient  for  that  service,  and  for  any 
National  Emergency  that  may  arise. 

It  will  be  our  aim  in  the  coming  year  to  see  that  St.  John’s 
is  maintained  ready  to  meet  any  call  made  on  it,  and  with  that  aim 
in  view  we  feel  justified  in  claiming  your  generous  support  that  this 
state  of  efficiency  may  always  be  ready  for  your  need.
